BURDENED WITH DEBT 





Fixed Charges Are So High 
That Rates Cannot Be 
Reduced. 





President O'Reilly of the Board of 
Public Improvements told a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter Monday tMiat the city of 
St..Louts could save a large amount of 
money every year by lighting its own 
streets with electricity. 

He said the city, by the construction 
of a municipal lighting plant, could 
manufacture and distribute electricity 
much cheaper than the Union Electric 
Light and Power ©o. or the Laclede 
Gas Light Co. can afford to_do it. He 
says the Union Electric and the Laclede 
Gas companies are so burdened = with 
bonded indebtedness that they cannot 
earn their fixed charges without getting 
high prices for electricity and gas. 

The cost of operating the four mu- 
nicipal lighting plants now owned and 
‘operated by the city is kept in the ac- 
counts for heating .the buildings, and 
Mr. O'Reilly says he is unable to tell 
exactly what the cost of manufacturing 
the currént is, the same fuel being used 
for heating the buildings and operating 
the dynamos. 

City Hall Plant Pays for Itxelf. 
The City Hall plant, it has been stated 
by officials, saved the city enough mon- 
ey in 23 months to pay for itself. This 
plant, aecording to figures furnished by 
Chief Erigineer Joseph W. Wood, fur- 
nishes the city electricity at a cost of 
807 cents per kilowatt hour, which in- 
cludes the expense of heating the City 
Hall building and current for running 
the elevators. Prior to 1901 the city paid 
18 cents a kilowatt hour for electricity, 
and the lowest price for which it buys 
it now from any private corporation is 

cents an hour. The actual cost of 
ne electricity, manufactured by the 
‘dity, is a little more than 2 cents a 
Kilowatt hour. 
>For the 12 months ending Oct. 31, 1907, 
the output of the City Hall plant was 
$6,132 kilowatts. The entire cost of 
@enerating this current was $6762.98, be- 
ing a net saving to th city, on the 
tHe contraci price of 4% cents 
of $29,652.92. Engineer 
4 s $5000 from this amount 
for interest and depreciation of the 
Plant, leaving the net saving to the 
city $24,662.92. 
i Many Favor Municipal Piant. 
*The city has been able to save so 
much money by manufacturing its own 
electricity for lighting public buildings 
that many officials believe it would be 
a good investment for the city to build 
a municipal lighting plant to light the 
streets. Counciiman Crunden advocateé 
this idea in a speech before the Self- 
Culture Club Sunday night. 

The City Hall plant supplies light for 
the City Hall, Central District Police 
Station, Four Courts, Courthouse, City 
Jail and several fire engine houses. 
‘There is another municipal plant at the 
Insatie Asylum, which lights that. in- 
stitution, the Poorhouse, Female Hospi- 
tal and severa! engine houses, and an- 
other in the City Hospital. 

There is also a plant at the Water- 
works, which operates the seven-mile 
. municipal railway system. There is a 
“sniall plant at the Industrial School and 
‘another is being put in at the Quaran- 


tine. All of these plants, according to 
elty officials, are money savers.

SAN FRANCISCO, March 23.—Follow- 
ing an attack during which he was bad- 
ly beaten, D. W. Stevens, American 
diplomatic advisor to the Korean Coun- 
cil of State, was shot three times by 
two Koreans at the Union Ferry sta- 
tion this morning. Though wounded, he 
returned fire and a bullet hit one of 
his asailants. 

A mob of 400 men chased the man who 
attacked Stevens. N. W. Chun was ar- 
rested and his companion who was shot 
by Stevens was sent to the same hos- 
pital as was the American, the Emer- 
gency. 

The attack was made with the revol- 
ver held in a handkerchief, and though 
twice hit and badly hurt, Stevens’ 
strong constitution, the doctors say, wil!

An interview in which Mr. Stevens 
said that Japanese rule has done much 
for Korea, angered the men and they 
took exceptions to his statements. 

Mr. Stevens was about to depart for, 
Washington when attacked. He arrived 
in this country Friday from his post in 
Korea and after his statements became 
public trouble for him with Koreans 
here began. 

He was attacked last night in the 
Fairmount Hotel and badly bruised be- 
fore hotel guests interfered.

Supreme Court decision declaring labor 
to be conspiracies in restraint 














unions 
of trade. 

The bill, which was prepared after 
several conferences with President 
Roosevelt, has the sincere support of 
the President, and he is expected to 
send to Congress a message recom- 
mending its passage. 
The bill, broadly speaking, aims to 
restore to the unions their right of 
neaceable methods, including the right 
to strike, but leaving them still amen- 
able to the Sherman act in the matter 
of boycotts, picketing and similar co- 
ercisive practices.

Union Pacific Shows Crops 
17 States in 1907 Worth 
$ 1,09 1,000,000. 


OMAHA, Neb., March 23.—The statisti- 
cal bureau of the Union Pacific pas- 
senger department has iscued a state- 
ment compiled from government reports, 
showing the value of farm products in 
seventeen states west of the Mississippi 
in 1907 to have been a billion and ninety- 
one million uollars. 

Corn leads in production, being valued 
at nearly half a billion dollars. Winter 
vwieat is next, valued at $200,000,000, and 
domestic hay was valued at only two 
million dollars less. Rye, oats, barley 
and potatoes follow in order. 

The report is co: pared with the pre- 
vious year and indicates -~ increase of 15 
per cent in value of crops, and this in- 
crease ts credited to irrigation. Nearly 
eighty-five million acres were in culti- 
vation and the average value of crops 
per acre is given at $12.86. 

lowa ranks first in corn, oats and po- 
tatoes; Kansas first in wheat and Ne- 
braska first in rye. 

The report also shows aneincrease in 
livestock of 250 per cent since 1870.

Deadly grade crossings, where steam 
railroad tracks cress city streets, and 
where safeguards against accident are 
not provided, will be investigated by St. 
Louis policemen, under a general order 
issued Monday by Chief Creecy, in line 
with suggestions repeatedly made bythe 
Post-Dispatch. 


The Chief has sent to all the district 
captains a copy of the ordinance, which 
says that, where grade crossings exist, 
the railroads must install gates and 
keep a watchman in charge of them day 
and night. 

The first report made to the Chief* in 
compliance with his order came from the 
North Market Street Station. It shows 
12 dangerous and unprotected grade 
crossings in 2 blocks. 


No Effort to Save Life. 

The investigation in this district was 
made by Patrelmen Willie, Dee and 
Stuart, under the direction of Capt. 
Pickel. 

They show that practically no effort 
has been made to protect the lives of 
pedestrians, drivers or: passengers at 
North St. Louts crossings of the Wabash 
and the Terminal Association tracks, 
over which nearly 100 trains a day are 
run, and where switching is ‘going on 
almost constantly. 

The policemen found that there are no 
gates and no watchmen at Second and 
Mullanphy streets, Second and Mound, 
Second and Benton, Second and North 
Market, Second and Clinton, Second and 
Chambers, Second and Madison, First 
and Tyler streets, First and Breoklyn, 
Collins street and Cass avenue, and Col- 
lings and Florida streets. 

The crossing at North Market street 
is one of the busiest in the city. It is 
on the main thoreughfare by way of 
which pedestrians and wagon drivers 
reach the North Market street ferry. 

The territory covered by the investiga- 
tion in this district is one in which there 
are hundreds of factories employing 
thousands of men and girls who have to 
cross the railroad tracks daily in going 
to and from their work. 

Roads to Be Warned. 

Capt. Johnson of the Soulard Street 
Station reported that in his district Car- 
street, at the intersection of the 
Mountain yards along the river 
front, is the only street whose crossing 
is unprotected by gates or watchmen. 
In order to reach the river from Second 
and Carroll streets it is necessary to 
cross 41 switching) tracks of the Iron 
Mountain system. 

The reports will be turned over to 
Street Commissioner Travilla, who, 
under the ordinance, may give the rail- 
roads 30 days’ notice to provide gates 
and watchmen for their crossings.

Hamilton Kent, 80 years old, is be- 
lieved to have perished in a fire which 
destroyed the Valley Hotel in Grafton 
and ruined three residences near it. 
Kent is missing, and the bones ef an 
old man were found Monday im the 
ashes of the building. The damage from 
the fire was $50,000. 

Kent had been employed for years to 
do chores at the hotel, and is known to 
scores of St. Louis and Kast Side fish- 
ermen and hunters with whom Grafton 
is a favorite resort. 

Slept in a Rear Room. 

He slept in a room at the rear of the 
second floor. In the excitement when 
the flames broke out no one thought to 
look for him, and until the bones were 
found it was not realized that he was 
missing. He is supposed to have suffo- 
cated while he slept. He went to bed 
before the fire broke out. 

An inquest will be held 
ternoon. ‘ 

All Grafton turned out to help fight 
the fire, and many men and women 
have scorched faces and blistered hands 
to show for their efforts. An over. 
heated furnace is thought to have set 
fire to the woodwork in the basement of 
the hotel. The flames were discovered 
at 9 p. m. Sunday. 

The hotel is a two-story frame struc- 
ture, and it burned like tinder. Grafton 
has no fire department, and the only 
means of fighting the flames was by a 
bucket brigade. The fire was go hot 
that the volunteers had difficulty ap- 
proaching the buildrng. 

Residences Are Ruined. 

From the hotel the fire leaped to the 
frame residences owned by Charles Staf- 
ford and Martin Fox, adjoining, and the 
the amateur firefighters were unable to 
check it. 

Wet blankets were spread on the 
wooden roof of a stone house owned by 
W. S. Dempsey, proprietor of the hotel, 
but did not avail to save it. Only the 
stone shell was standing Monday. 

It was near dawn when fhe fire was 
finally under control.

Friday, the 13th, ignoring the warn- 
ings of superstitious friends, Grosh went 
to Chicago to have his third operation 
for cancer. In one of the previous opera- 
tions, part of his spinal column was re- 
moved, and was replaced with a silver 
tube.. . 

The cancer ts intestinal. After reach- 
ing it, the surgeons decided Grosh could 
not survive the shock of having it re- 
moved. and the wound was closed. 
When Grosh recovered from the anes- 
thetic the death sentence was pro- 
nounced. 

Grosh returned to Alton Sunday, and 
told his wife and two sons.. He drew 
up his will, and gave verbal directions 
as to his funeral. Monday he was ready 
for work, as cheerful as a man in the 
flush of health. 

“If I’ve only got a short time to live, 
there’s all the more reason for work- 
ing,’ Grosh said. “I'll do what I can 
while I’m here. Beside. I can be hap- 
pier working. I’m not going to sift 
around and mope and think about that 
cancer. 

Likes to Issue Licenses, 

“T like to issue marriage licenses. That 
is the most pleasant part of my work. 
The sight of the happiness of the 
couples makes me happier. I hope Pll 
have to issue a lot of them before I die. 

“And I want to dispose of every 
case that comes before me as a Magis- 
trate fairly. It will keep me pretty 
busy trying to do that. 

“Keeping busy is the only way to keep 
happy. I don’t believe any man who's 
idle can’ find life worth while. And be- 
sides, it’s our duty to make ourselves 
as useful as we can here.’’ 

Grosh was formely a glassblower. A 
fall on ice near his home a year ago 
caused the cancer, and unfitted him for 
that work. He is 88 years old.

Statute of 1827, 27, Unearthed in Vir- 
ginia Archives, Exempts a 
Parent. 

RICHMOND, Va., March 2%-—The 
clerks of the Investigating Committee 
sent to Virginia by the Legislature of 
West Virginia to look into records and 
other data concerning the debt question 
involving the two states, unearthed 
some queer old statutes. One passed in 

1827 reads: 

“Whereas, It is represented to the 
Genera] Assembly that William Lynch 
Sr. of the County of Brunswick is the 
father of 8t legitimate children, of 
whom 287 are now living, that he has 
been the husband of four wives, the 
last of whom is now young and healthy 
and gives him every assurance of an

“Be it enacted by the General As- 
sembly that William Lynch of the 
County of Brunswick shall be hereafter 
exempt from the payment of any pub- 
lic or county tax, tax levy, charge or 
contribution whatever, and it shal! not 
be lawful for any court, Sheriff, Dep- 
uty Sheriff, Coroner or other public of- 
ficer within this Commonwealth to de- 
mand or receive of said Lynch any such 
tax, levy, charge or contribution.”’

$16,000 Already Has Been 
Offered for Proposed Head- 
quarters in St. Louis. 





A new plan to raise money for the 
building of a Labor Temple in St. Louis 
was indorsed Sunday by the Central 
Trades and Labor Union. It is to have

The Central Trades and Labor Union 
appointed Sunday a committee of three 
to solicit funds. They are Owen Miller, 
G. Schwartz and John FB. Spangler. To 
these, three more will be added by Mr. 
Miller. 

@1€6000 Already Subscribed. 

There has already been subscribed 
$16,000 of the required $500,000. 

It is the plan of the labor unions to 
build a magnificent temple in which all 
the labor organizations will have head- 
quarters, and which will contain a hall 
so large that conventions may be held 
in St. Louis. It will be the headquarters 
and meeting place of union labor in this 
city. 


The unions will not put off building 
the temple until they have the $500,- 
000 subscribed. As soon as there is 
enough money collected to buy the lot 
this will be done and then capital will 
be invited to put up the building, which 
will be paid for in annual installments. 

Successful Elsewhere. 

This plan has been followed in ether 
cities and has been successful. 

The Labor Temple movement is in the 
hands of five delegates from the Cen- 
tral Trades and Labor Union, five from 
the Building Trades Council and five 
from the Labor Temple Council. 

These 15 compose the Labor Temple 
Co., with Owen PMiller as president, G. 
Schwartz, treasurer, and John E. Span- 
gler, secretary.

THE PUBLIC SERVICE BOARD. 

No one thing is of more importance to the peo- 
ple of St. Louis at this moment than the creation 
of the Public Utilities Commission provided for 
by the act of last spring. 

There was real public sentiment behind the 
movement which resulted in the passage of that 
law. The Governor recognized it and the Legis- 
lature came at last to a full appreciation of it. 
Every reason which urged action at that time 
is even more powerful now, and yet public in- 
terest has died out and local officialdom, indif- 
ferent if not corrupt, sleeps. 

It would be a great thing for this town if suf- 
ficient influence could be brought upon the House 
cf Delegates within the next week or two to 
persuade it to pass the Council bill providing 
for the appointment of a commission. Almost 
any action that may now be taken will be ex- 
perimental, but no progress can be looked for 
without a move of some kind. 

In many ways public regulation of the service 
and the charges of corporations enjoying price- 
less franchises and grants is the most important 
question now before the people of great cities. 
Ii affects their lives, their convenience and their 
In some places the power is lacking. 
In St. Louis we have gained the power, but we 
co not use it. 

It is not enough now and it never was enough 
under a republican form of government to vote 
once in favor of a desired policy or principle 
To put it into force there must be a continuing 
interest and an unfaltering demand. Popular 
government moves with celerity in behalf of fa- 
vored interests, for they are always at hand to 
urge their claims. If the people are not equally 
vigilant and insistent they may be sure that 
government will be a laggard and it may be 
worse. 

Public service corporations in St. 
about as they please. They adopt policies and 
make charges to suit themselves and when they 
are challenged we must be content with the ex- 
jlanations and excuses that they see fit to make. 
A commission charged with the duty of investi- 
guting conditions and recommending changes 


on these subjects, which would not only en- 
lighten public opinion but awaken it as well. 

The Municipal Assembly has been empowered 
to regulate those corporations. Its authority is 
ample. While it may be that the power has 
been misplaced and should reside elsewhere, we 
shall never know definitely as to that until an 
honest attempt shall have been made to use it. 
We shall not witness this attempt unless the 
House of Delegates can be persuaded to act. 


Small jealousies, personal greed, hope of 
preferment and of spoils and perhaps the 
evil arts! of the interested corporations, have 
combined to defer action of .any kind for 
months. Shall the mandate of the people 
he diaregarAced and the interests of the peo- 
ple be sacrificed in this manner without a 
protest ? 
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THE INFINITESIMAL CAUSE OF FIRES. 

The Grand Pacific Hotel fire in Chicago cost 
$100,000 and endangered many lives. It was 
caused by so small a thing as a crossing of elec- 
tric light wires. 

Of all the causes of fires in cities, defective 

wiring is at once the commonest and the most 
casily preventable. There may be no preventing 
az cow from kicking over a lamp, but nothing is 
simpler than to wire a house properly. 
In view of the known frequency of this cause 
and in view of the simple and inexpensive nature 
of the necessary prevention, municipalities could 
well afford to order double and triple precau- 
tions in the wiring of all houses. That cities are 
not burned down every night is proof that per- 
fect wiring is practicable and cheap, but that too 
much property and too many lives are constantly 
being destroyed by the want of it is equally man- 
ifest. 
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LADIES AND LAW. 

Judge Tracy’s natural gallantry properly 
enough caused him to reduce a fine to the mini- 
nium in the case of a lady arrested for speeding 
in a motor car. ‘Because,’ he said, ‘‘she is a 
woman and naturally chafes against the laws 
mere man imposes.” 
It is well to be lenient with ladies, but it is a 
fundamental mistake bordering upon the errors of 
the suffragettes to assume that mere man has im- 
posed laws in which woman has had no hand.

I have just finished reading Mr. Latta’s letter to 
‘the Submerged,’ and it is to laugh. He like Arte- 
mus Ward's kangaroo is ‘‘a most amoosing little 
cuss.’ I have been in the harvest fields of Kansas 
and in the sawmills of the South and worked in 
them. In case of emergency the farmer will pay $2 
per day in Kansas during harvest time, but I never 
was lucky enough to draw $1.2, and that is only for 
a short time, and carfare and clothes have to come 
out of that. As to the sawmilis of the South, un- 
skilled labor, whether ignorant negro or ignorant 
white, receives from $1.25 to $1.50 per day, and board 
costs $5 per week, and the time you get depends on 
the weather. And another thing. at the very best 
tines there are always some folks out of work for a 
greater or less period of time. I have mixed with the 
Germans quite a good deal, and found them, as a 
rule, industrious, frugal, saving, honest and a peace- 
ful law-abiding class of citizens, and although I am 
an American, born and bred, I consider them a very 
good kind of immigrant, who take out their papers, 
invest largely in real estate and take an intelligent 
interest In the welfare of the Republic. You ask me 
what I did with my money. If you will promise to 
never, never tell any one I will tell you—I blew it 
all in for cigarettes and sodawater—and now my 
dear sir I have struck a graft which enables me to 
walk in at the front door of any restaurant, sit down 
and eat, and then pay my check, without having to 
wash dishes or appeal to the charity of such kind.

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WILLIAM C. WHITNEY 
MAN OF AMERICAN TURF 
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So Writes Tod Sloan, Who Relates Personal 
Experiences With the Politician and Finan- 


His Lifetime.

Mr. Whitney was a man of such ready 
geniality, generosity and keen judgment 
it was no wonder men liked ,to serve 
him well. His temper was one of the 
most even I have ever Known. At the 
same time he was no “hand shaker’ or 
‘“‘four-flusher;’’ everyone who had deal- 
ings with him knew that he was not to 
be buncoed. 
Whitney’s Turf Knowledge Slight. 
As far as racing is concerned, | want 
to say in the beginning that William C. 
Whitney really knew very little about 
horses and that he might have lost a 
great deal of money in his racing ven- 
tures. He became interested in the turf 
late in life and his participation in the 
sport did not extend over many years; 
and I have always contended that to 
know horses genuinely and intimately 
vou have to be practically raised with 
them. Mr. Whitney's son, Harry Payne 
Whitney, knows more about horses 
that his father ever did, for her has 
been around them, hunting, driving, rid- 
ing and racing, ever since he was a boy. 
William C. Whitney was in racing 
more genuinely for love of the sport 
than any man I have ever Known, with 
the possible exception of the King of 
England. Mr. Whitney was a heavy 
bettor and he liked to win; he was not 
hypocritical about it. But he never 
talked of his winnings or losses, and 
after a race no one could tell how he 
stood. 

Ilelps in Hamburg Purchase. 

James E. Madden was greatly respon- 
sible for Mr. Whitney’s entrance on the 
turf, and Madden, who has bred and 
raced more good horses than any other 
man in America, with the exception of 
James R. Keene, steered him in the 
right path. If I remember aright Ham- 
burg was the first big purchdse Mr. 
Whitney made; and that was due to 
Madden, although I like to take a little 
of the credit, as I told Mr. Whitney 
when he asked me what Hamburg was 
worth, any price he would pay for him. 
And here, extravagant as it may sound 
to some people, I want to say that 
Hamburg was the only first-class race 
horse I ever rode. 

One dav a year or two afterward I 
returned to London from Lfiverpoo! and 
when I went to my hotel found a mes- 
sage telling me to call on Mr. Whit- 
ney at the Bristol. I had just ridden 
a mare called Maluma for Mrs. Langtry 
in the Liverpool Cup, and had got the 
only really bad fall of my career. My 
right ear was almost torn off, and my 
face was scratched and cut so that it 


looked as if someone had used a curry 
comb on it. Sir Tatwell Thomas, the

After the Flatbush race Mr. Whitney 
was the most delighted man I ever saw. 
He walked around on the lawn behind 
the clubhouse and sat down on a bench. 

“IT haven't given you anything for win- 
n'ng the futurity,”’ he said, “but I'll 
give to vou all at once, and now. Here's 
all the money I have in my pocket. 
And he pulled out a roll of $14,000 and 
handed it to me. 

Mr. Whitney was quick to help any- 
one he liked who was in trouble, al- 
though he made no show of it. One day 
I went to his house on Fifth avenue 
and told bim I was in a hole, 

‘I’ve been gambling in stocks,"’ I said, 
‘and I'm in bad.” 

And then I told him of a man telling 
Ned Gilmore and Charley Hoyt and me 
in the Fifth Avenue Hotel that sugar 
would go up to a certain point, and how 
I had taken the tip and wag pretty near- 
ly $650,000 in the hole. 

“T did not know you gambled in 
stocks, Sloan,’’ he said, “and I’m sorry 
to hear of it now. That is a game you 
should keep away from. I don’t see 
how I can help you, but if you buy 4000 
shares of American Tobacco and go to 
sleep on it, I think you'll pull out all 
right.”’ 
Helps Sloan Out of Hole. 

I bought the Tobacco stock and went 
to sleep on it. In fact, I went to @ali- 
fornia, and one day while I was stand-

Mr. Whitney was largelv influenced, I 
think. in his endeavors to build up the 
American turf by his experiences in) 
England. He was over there two years 
and I know he admired the English 
way of doing things, the dignity and 
conservatism, very much. He bought 
Pierre-Lorillard’s interest in the stable 
of Lord William Beresford, and I rode 
for them. His death was the greatest 
loss. the American turf ever sustained. 
I don’t believe I will live to see another 





like him on a racecourse.
